brass. 
He said that Franke had 


given it to him to sell. 
The police 


were notified and the brass was iden- 
tified as having been the property of 
the Wabash. 
In police court this 


morning Franke said that he found 
the brass in a pile of old iron which 
had been thrown away by the com- 
pany, but when the other employes 
testified that it was stolen from oth- 
er places Franke admitted his guilt. 
He was bound over to the circuit 
court by Justice Huser in the sum of 
$200. 
The young man's father went 


on his bond. 


Crazed by delirium which followed 


protracted suffering from a painful 
malady, George W. Taflinger ended 
his own life by hanging at an early 
hour this morning. 
His 
lifeless 


body was found suspended in a shed 
at the rear of his residence at 1 
o'clock this morning by his brother, 
Thomas Taflinger, who* with others, 
was engaged iu a search for the man 
who had disappeared but an hour be- 
fore. 


Tafliuger resided with his wife and 


five children on Dayton street, a 
short 
thoroughfare running west- 


ward from Fairfield avenue, at the 
extreme southern part of the city. 
For several years the man has been 
a sufferer from periodical attacks of 
neuralgia of the stomach, the attacks 
being of such violence as to result 
in delirium. 
Two days ago he suf- 


fered one of these attacks, and on 
Tuesday was delirious the greater 
part of the day. His friends kept 
the closest watch on his actions, but 
despite their vigilance Taflinger es- 
caped during the afternoon and ran 
to a strip of woods near the home. 
Yielding to the persuasions of his 
wife, however, the patient returned 
to the house, and towards evening 
seemed much better. 


It was nearly midnight when Taf- 


linger arose from his bed, darted 
out of the house and ran toward the 
woods which he had visited during 
the afternoon. 
Mrs. Taflinger was 


unfamiliar with the locality, having 
moved there but a few weeks ago, 
and instead of following the husband 
at once she aroused several of the 
neighbors to search for the missing 
man. 
Among those who responded 


was Thomas Tafliuger, the well- 
known dairyman, a brother of the 
patient. 
A search of the woods by 


the party failed to locate the missing 
man, 
and then Thomas Taflinger 


happened to go to a small shed ad- 
joining the barn at the rear end of 
the lot. 


Here the form of the brother was 


found, suspended by a rope to a beam 
scarcely six feet from the ground- 
so low in fact that his knees almost 
touched the earth. 
Life was appar- 


ently extinct, but Thomas Taflinger 
hurriedly cut down the form of his 
brother and attempted to restore res- 
piration by artificial means. 
It 


proved unavailing, and the police 
and deputy coroner were notified. 


Dr. W. F. Schrader, the deputy 


coroner, who reached the scene soon 
after, says that Taflinger had evi- 
dently used a ruse to mislead those 
who might follow him as he ran from 
the house, for he #ent first to the 
woods, and then made a circuit to 
reach the shed where he ended his 
life. 
The children had been having 


a swing in the shed, making the rope 
by combining a number of str/ands of 
binder twine, knotted at frequent in- 
tervals, and this had been used as a 
means to end life. 
Taflinger had 


tied the ends of the rope to the beam, 
made a slip-noose in the opposite 
end, 
placed it over his head and de- 


liberately relaxed himself, sinking 
to his death by strangulation, 


The dead man was fifty years of 


age last Sunday and leaves a wife 
and five children, the youngest but 
one year and a half of age. 
He has 


been in the employ of his brother, 
Thomas Taflinger.

by Chaplain Granin. 
The audience 


rose and remained standing during 
the prayer. 
MAYOR HARRISON'S WELCOME 


Mayor Harrison then came to tin 


front of the rostrum to formally wel 
come the soldiers to Chicago. His 
address, which was happily received, 
was in part as follows: 


"I esteem it a high privilege to be 


permitted on behalf of the city of 
Chicago to extend its official greet 
ing to the Grand Army of the Repub 
lie and in its name welcome each and 
every member of your historic as 
sociatiou to our hearts, our homes 
and our hearths. 
Chicago is at al 


times a hospitable city, and if he: 
greeting to the stranger within it: 
gates be always warmhearted and 
spontaneus what must it be when 
that guest is the great organization 
of men 
who for four 
long- year: 


braved all the dangers of disease 
wounds and death, and all from a 
pure, unselfish devotion to the bes 
interests of our common country. 


"Since the dawn of civilization pa 


triotic devotion to the fatherland hai 
led to splendid acts of heroism am 
the display of lofty patriotism. But, 
nowhere can we find a counterpart to 
the record of this nation during 
those days of civil strife, when an 
almost countless army of patriots 
forsook home and fireside, that a 
government of freemen, the first in 
all the history of the world, might 
remain mighty and intact, 


"The people of Chicago being part 


and parcel of the great state of Illi- 
nois—the state that 
gave to the 


Union a Lincoln and a Douglass, a 
Grant and a Logan—could not be 
other than patriotic if they would. 


"Nothing so inspires a people as 


high example, and with such Illinois 
has again and again been blessed. 
And so, today, I can speak for all 
our citizens in voicing their thanks 
for the services of the Grand Army, 
as well as their congratulations on 
the success that has attended your 
efforts. 
In every corner of our land 


the flag stands for one and the same 
idea, in city and hamlet, on farm 
and plantation, 
it 
receives equal 


reverence and devotion. 


"The people of Chicago, in com- 


mon with all the nation, appreciative 
of your services, bid you a welcome 
so hearty and so warm that if the 
thanks of a grateful community 
count for anything you may feel in 
some measure repaid for the trials, 
the dangers and th'e sufferings of 
the past. 
Chicago is yours not only 


for today, but for all days." 


Commander-in-Chief Shaw, of the 


Grand Army, replied to Mayor Harri- 
son for the members of his organiza- 
tion, expressing the thanks of the 
army for the hospitality shown them. 


COMMANDER SHAW REPLIES. 
His address was as follows; 
"The comrades of the Grand Army 


are deeply touched by the splendor 
of Chicago's welcome and the wealth 
of her boundless hospitality. Your 
eloquent words find an echo in every 
heart before you and over all this 
broad land they will charm and de- 
light the aging heroes of other times 
and other scenes, when war's hard 
sacrifices filled the 
nation 
with 


mourning. Such unexcelled evidences 
of the patriotism and 
appreciative 


gratitude of your citizens as we see 
on every hand on this great occasion 
of 
the 
thirty-fourth 
encampment 


touches us almost to tears, for it is 
'sweet to be remembered/ 


"On behalf of tho Grand Army of 


the Republic I thank you from a full 
heart for your noble hospitality, and 
through you the 
citizens 
of this 


famous city for the bright days pre- 
pared for the many thousands who 
bore the burden of war in the saving 
of the nation to full liberty in the 
'60s. 
Over all the wido borders of 


our united and, happy country the 
sweet music of concord and commerce 
fall upon the ear, gladdening all 
hearts and promoting a concord as 


power and under it lies the promising 
destiny Lincoln 
prophesied 
when 


600,000,000 of fres and happy people 
hould possess our land. 
'Flag of the seas: On ocean wave 
hy stars shall glitter o'er the brave; 
lag of the brave: Thy folds shall fly 
The signal of hope 
and 
triumph 


high.' 


"And may the blessings 
of Al- 


mighty God rest upon all our people 
henceforth." 


As General Shaw resumed his seat 
. M. Longenecker, commander Of the 
epartment of Illinois, rose to greet 
he visiting veterans in behalf of 
he soldiers ot Illinois. He made a 
happy little speech, 
which evoked 


much applause. 


Gen. 
Louis Wagner, who responded 


'or the members of the army, was 
no less felicitious in his reply, ex- 
pressing the gratitude of his com- 
rades to the men of Illinois. 


Commander-in-Chief 
Shaw's 
an- 


nual report was then read. It was in 
part as follows: 


•Comrades: 
The honor conferred 


by my unanimous election as your 
commander in chief one year ago 
placed me at the head of the greatest 
patriotic organization in the world, 
and it has been my 
ambition 
to 


worthily discharge the manifold du- 
ties of this great office. 
To this end 


have devoted all my time to the 


demands of the position in the en- 
deavor to make good my 
promise 


made on entering 
upon the work 


that I would try and make 'a busy 
year among comrades.* I appear be- 
fore you to render an account of my 
stewardship, and to make such rec- 
ommendations as seem desirable at 
the close of the year of service. 


COMRADESHIP. 


;'My first official act was to send 


out a fraternal circular letter to the 
comrades of the nation, calling upon 
them to unite in an earnest effort to 
build up our membership 
through 


prudent and wise consideration of the 
claims of comradeship. Special ref- 
erence was made 
to the 'dropped' 


ard 'suspended' members, and the 
need of Fraternity, Charity and Loy- 
alty, in the largest sense, in the line 
of securing the aid and comfort of ail 
veterans of the the great war. 


"The result of this appeal has been 


most gratifying as a whole. Depart- 
ment commanders, 
aides-de-camp, 


and faithful comrades 
have 
done 


much to strengthen our noble order, 
through personal efforts in behalf of 
this great organization. 
THE "DEWEY DAY" PARADE. 
"The question of submitting to a 


rear assignment for the aged com- 
rades of the Grand Army in the civil 
pageantry \f patriotism in the Dewey 
parade in New York led to a some- 
what earnest protest, and the final 
refusal to march at all. This action 
was based upon the belief that the 
heroes who saved the nation to full 
union and unchallenged liberty, and 
*o made it possible for the great Ad- 
miral Dewey to win the honors of 
Manila bay, entitled them to march 
in glory and in joy 'at the head of the 
line, in his honor. 
The loyalty of 


comrades in refusing to march—un 
der protest of that splendid comrade 
and department commander, Joseph 
W. Kay, was as prudent and timely 
as it was commendable. Some phases 
of that unpatriotic occurrence would 
have been severely dealt with had 
it not baen for a fraternity which 
overlooked the good-natured weak- 
ness of several comrades whose lack 
of plainest knowledge and observ- 
ance of Grand Army regulations and 
obligations Was almost 
amusingly 


displayed. 


"Your commander in chief 
fully 


endorsed the right action of Depart- 
ment Commander Kay and desires to 
thank the comrades for their object 
lesson of loyalty to the Grand Army, 
and to the dignity and honor of the 
saviors of the republic. Unless sur- 
vivors of the great war march at the 
front in all such pageantries, they 
should not consent to appear in line. 
No sophism as to troops "carrying 
arms" can have force, in the light 
of the glorious services of the vet- 
erans of the Union, sa far as a place 
in the line is concerned. 


THE PENSION QUESTION. 


"Your administration from the first 


regarded the pension question as one 
of paramount importance, and to its 
consideration ibrought the best avail- 
able resources of the order. It was 
believed that unless wise and desir- 
able amendments were secured to the 
act of June 27, 1890, djiring the year, 
there would be grave doubt whether 
these could ever -be obtained. 


"It is a source of great gratification 


to be able to state that the amend- 
ments to the pension law of 1890 
proposed by your administration were 
unanimously passed by the congress 
and that every speech made was in 
their favor. And it is believed that 
with a liberal and just execution of 
present pension laws, little further in 
the way of pension legislation will 
be necessary to secure for the great 
majority of the dependent saviors 
the nation the fulfillment of the 
pledged faith of the people in behalf 
of those who periled their all, in the 
morning of their lives, for liberty and 
union. 


UNHAPPY IRRITATIONS. 


"It is a source of great regret that 


the pension department if widely 


crftieise4 b/ a large number of 
worthy applicants for pensions, under 
the belief that their claims are not 
treated in a liberal and just way, 
under the present administration of 
the pension laws* Such a state of 
feeling is greatly to be deplored, foi 
it gives rise to irritations of an un- 
fortunate and unhappy sort. 


"Your commander-in-chief believes 


that the passage of the proposed pen- 
sion court of appeals bill would bring* 
harmony and settle, once for all, the 
vexing questions and irritations now 
so pronounced in the pension office. 
through its wise provisions for inter- 
preting the pension laws and ability 
to speedily clear the appeal cases now 
burdening the files of the depart 
ment of the interior. And this view, 
strongly held, leads to the urgent 
and repeated appeals made in this ad- 
dress for comrades to neglect no op- 
portunity to aid in securing the pas- 
sage of this most important 
and 


righteous measure. With it peace 
and concord and full justice in pen- 
sion cases would be secured; without 
it, no end of heart burnings and irri- 
tations will continue. 


MEMORIAL DAY. 


"Profoundly impressed 
with the 


weakening way Memorial day is be- 
ing observed in the element of games 
and diversions of one sort of another 
which are more and more coming 
into view, y^ur commander-in-chief 
strongly recommends that it fall on 
the last Sunday in May, 
If this 


change is made it is believed from 
wide consultations and interchange 
of views that, that the holy Sabbath 
day will preserve it from the desecra- 
tions which now largely pervert the 
tender associations of this unique 
memory day from its original sig- 
nification. 
This subject was pre- 


sented to the twenty-third annual 
encampment at Cincinnati in 1898, 
and failed to receive the full sup- 
port of comrades at that time—ow- 
ing, it is believed, to the lack of care- 
ful consideration. 
The main objec- 


tions made against 
the proposal 


were, (1) that the legal holiday now 
fixed for May 30th would have to be 
changed causing much trouble. (2) 
That it would not be wise to change 
the date as originally 
designated, 


and (3) that the clergy would not ap- 


mander-in-Chief 
Robbins, 


Vice 
Coinmsnder-in-Chief 


prove the selection of Sunday. These 
objections appear almost trifling in 
view of the fact that the growing 
tendency of making an ordinary holi- 
day of Memorial day, more conspicu- 
ous for games and sports than as a 
memory day for the dear dead, is 
now the rule. 
As it does not need 


a seer nor prophet to foretell that in 
a few years after we are all gone, 
the sacredness of this one day of pa- 
triotic men?oiies v.-iJl be a dead and 
gene mflmoriil i:nl?FS its ivicinal 
purpose JF "d*-^ sifegruor'1?-!. 
The 


new c"£tarn rf si-.ttpri1^ flowers 0:1 
the traters in memo:7 of lho&3 who 
died en tlie s??. in MtMcshijps or 
otheiwis?, Is a tivchlu^ merooi 
worthy of the widest extension and 
observance. 
The object in thus urg- 


ing the designation of the last Sun- 
day in May for a National Memorial 
day is in order that the sacredness 
of the Sabbath may preserve it in 
the hearts of future generations—for 
on this day the graves of soldiers 
and sailors and all our dear ones 
could be decorated, each order and 
friend doing this in their own way 
and all to teach that life and death 
are the common lot of man, and that 
the culture of the living is measured 
by the tender memories of their dead 
The legislation necessary for this 
change would be so easily and readily 
provided as to render objections on 
this score without force. 
Viewed 


from a national standpoint the rec- 
ommendation thus submitted has 
many arguments in its favor. 
As 


to season, the last Sunday in May 
would be generally acceptable, for 
the flowers bloom everywhere in our 
Union then, and the lessons nature 
so wonderfully teaches through plant 
and bud and flowers are almost uni- 
versal. 
And as we now front face 


in one line of Christian American 
citizenship, one in love of the Stars 
and Stripes, and one in loyalty to 
the Union, we c*an well unite on one 
Memorial day for our dead, when 
the mournful and yet sweet memor- 
ies of our departed dear ones may be 
fittingly and lovingly remembered 
as our heart and tastes point out the 
way." 


IN CONCLUSION, 


In conclusion Commander-in-Chief 


Shaw said 


"We are all nearing the final sunset 


of our lives and our work is mainly 
done* 
Let us so live as to inspire 


our youth with safe ideals of patriot- 
ic love of country, and thus secure 
the culture of a citizenship worthy 
of our age and one that will dom- 
inate all the future a!6ng the loftiest 
planes of 
enduring 
liberty. And 


now, in fraternity, charity and loyal- 
ty, with a full heart of gratitude for 
the honors conferred and friendships 
formed, and with a deep and abiding 
affection for our noble ordw, I wish 
you every happiness, and may God 
bless you, every one/' 


OTHUR REPORTS. 


Following the address of Genoip.l 


Shaw came a long list of reports sub- 
mitted by the minor officials and the 
various committees of the organiza- 
tion. 
The reports read were those 


of the executive committee, council 
of administration, Adjutant General 
Stewart, Quartermaster General At- 
kinson, Surgeon General Baker, Chap- 


aiu-in-Chiel Grimm, Judge 
General Torrance, Senior Vice Cbm- 


Junior 
Minton, 


Custodian Holcomb, Inspector Gen- 
eral Cummings, committee on legis- 
lation of veterans in public service, 
and of the commitee on pension legis- 
lation. 


The report of 
Adjutant 
General 


Thomas J. Stewart was in part as 
follows: 


Tlie 
total 
membership 
of 
the 


Grand Army of the Republic in good 
standing June 30, 1899, was 6,905 
posts, with a membership of 287,981; 
on December 31, 1899, 7,072 posts, 
with a membership of 287,368; on 
June 30t 1900, 6,778 posts, wth a 
membership of 276,662. Reports re- 
ceived from departments show 9,669 
members were dropped 
from rolls, 


having been pieviously suspended. 


Ununsual interest has been mani- 


fested in our order during the past 
year. 
Comrades have been more ac- 


ive than for some years heretofore. 
The losses from all causes reported 
during the last twelve months have 
been 11,319—less than in any year 
since 1893. The death rate has in- 
creased from 2,78 in 1899 to 2.80 in 
1900. 
VETERANS IN PUBLIC SERVICE. 


The report of the committee on 


legislation for veterans in public 
service, after reviewing 
the just 


claim of those who sacrificed health 
and opportunity for the Union goes 
on to say: 


"Instead, of public office being <a 


public trust/ it is too frequently as 
ka piivate snap/ 
This permeates 


all our government in spots. 
An 


honorable discharge from the mili- 
tary or naval service—the greatest 
badge of honor that can come to any 
citizen in this republic—as a recom- 
mendation, when applying for em- 
ployment to public officials, ought 
by them to be respected. 
In some 


departments, 
however, 
in 
recent 


years, the badge or button of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, evi- 
dencing service and sacrifice in the 
'days which tried men's souls,' not- 
ably so in the navy yard at Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., is not alone regarded with 
disfavor by some of the little bosses 
there, but makes him who wears it 
the subject of ridicule and not sel- 
dom of insulting language unworthy 
to come from one who claims to be 
an American. 


"And besides this? though pre- 


ferred for appointment, veterans are 
the first discharged. 
And usually 


in such a way that they cannot hope 
to get back. 
This is no fancied pic- 


ture. 


"While such conduct has not the 


approval of Hon. John D. Long, sec- 
retary of the navy, who has many 
times, when appealed to, shown in 
various ways his regard for the just 
claims of veterans of war, the statute 
affecting employment at navy yards 
and the system in vogue of making 
the 'petty boss' sole judge, jury and 
executioner, concerning the merits of 
men when reductions of force are 
made necessary for any cause, per- 
mits it. 


"Some of these bosses hate the vet- 


eran who is a Grand Army man. The 
fact that no statutory law protects 
worthy veterans enables discrimina- 
tion and wrong many times due to 
prejudice alone, being done to them. 


"During the year the chairman of 


your committee has many times had 
occasion to go to our comrade, Wil- 
liam McKinley, president 
of the 


United States, in the interest of oth- 
er comrades who needed help or pro- 
tection, and never in vain. 
Numer- 


ous restorations to the public service 
of veterans wronged gave needed 
help and some sweeping reforms in 
ideas of administration adopted by 
him for the protection of veterans in 
their rights', have produced good re- 
sults for our people in directions. 


"That the war for the Union and 


what it cost in sacrifice may not be 
forgotten nor its survivors belittled 
—particularly by the politicians—in 
this day and generation, is the su- 
preme duty with us in' this hour. 


"That volunteer service in the 


army and navy of the United States 
in times of war deserves not alone 
emulation and praise, but to those 
who "survive and are honorably dis- 
charged, being worthy and capable, 
perferment for appointment, promo- 
tion and retention in the public serv- 
ice in times of peace, is a principle 
to which we ought to stand com- 
mitted now and forever/' 


At the conclusion of the reading 


of the annual reports of the various 
officers an adjournment was 
then 


taken until 2:30 p. m., when con- 
sideration of reports was resumed in 
executive session. Many of the del- 
egates were in favor of finishing up 
the routine business of tha encamp- 
ment today if possible and it was ac- 
cordingly voted to hold an evening 
session, beginning at 7:30. 


This afternoon many of the dele- 


gates visited the stock yards at the 
invitation of the packing interests 
and were shown through the vast 
buildings. Tomorrow many of them 
will take a trip on Lake Michigan 
to Milwaukee.

before. 


CHINESE FOUGHT WELL. 


The sights inside compelled respect 


?or the fighting qualities of the Chi- 
nese. 
Their dead were everywhere. 


Dressed in the coarse blue 
coolie 


blouse and trousers, decorated with 
characters guaranteed to render them 
jivulnerable to foreign bullets, they 
were strewn all along the top of the 
wall 
wherever 
they 
had 
fallen. 


Walking a quarter of a mile along 
the embankment the bodies averaged 
one in ten feet 
and 
the wall was 


aearly ten miles long, 


Throughout the city the demolished 


houses and hundreds of killed gave 
evidence of how vastly mere effective 
^iad been the foreign shell fire within 
the walls of the city than the Chi- 
nese bombardment of the 
foreign 


were accustomed to store their winter 


for safe keeping. When the 


doors were battered down they flowed 
in like a tidal wave, 
Th*re were 


British officers, naval and military, 
and soldiers with a good sprinkling 
of sikhs, but principally Chinese. In 
a twinkling all was pandemonium. 
The Chinese knew where the best 
treasure was to be found and the sol- 
diers followed them. Two forces col- 
lided in the gateway, a rush line of 
Chinese struggling to enter and an- 
other line fighting to get out with 
great rnd smpll loot, while nn oc- 
casional soldier went through the 
crowd like one of the Broadway 
squad. Tien 
Tsin 
experienced a 


sweeping redistribution 
of wealth, 


but on the old scheme *vf prizes to the 
strongest. 


THREE DAYS W ROBBERY. 
The looting fl airished for three 


days. On the first day it was entirely 
unrestrained. Many white people ac- 
cumulated stacks of goods by simp'y 
standing at the city gates and hold- 
ing up the beladen Chinese from the 
endless procession that flowed out. 


Pack 
horses, 
carts, 
rickasaws, 


coolies loaded with trunks and sacks 
and pilled with loose silks, furs and 
bronzes, crowded all the roads lead- 
ing down to the settlement. English 
officers rode with their horses con- 
cealed under dry goods and soldiers 
slung bundles on their bayonets, 


On the second day a conference of 


commanding officers decided to adopt 
repressive measures. The command- 
ers, excepting the French, empowered 
the British, who were doing provost 
duty, to seize all loot, This order the 
British attempted to execute by hold- 
ing up the looters as they entered the 
foreign towns, They took all bundles 
and reported the names of claimants 
for future inquiry. Naturally this 
step provoked grumbling, particular- 
ly among the soldiers of other nation- 
alities.

They would 
not take the trouble to drag them 
out of the streets or even cover them 
with matting, as a foreign soldier 
did afterwards, but trampled them 
under foot without bothering to turn 
aside. 
Before the shooting in the 


streets was finished thousands of 
Chinese had emerged from their bur- 
rows, carrying white flags or the 
flags of foreign nations, principally 
the Japanese. 


Most remarkable of all the sights 


was the looting of the 
city. 
The 


middle of the place was like an ant 
hill kicked open. Chinese swarmed 
everywhere, thousands and thousands 
of them; diving into the flames of the 
burning shops, getting under falling 
walls and into choking 
clouds of 


smoke. 
Most of them 
were 
half 


naked, grimy with smoke and some- 
times dripping with 
blood. 
They 


preyed upon one another. A Chinese 
appearing with a prize must fight 
his way; other Chinese sprang upon 
him nnd clutched his plunder. They 
rolled among the corpses, pulling anc 


A WISE DISTINCTION. 


Captain Bailey, the provost mar- 


shal, a big bodied, big voiced Bag- 
lishman, explained that the prohibi- 
tion was designed to restrain civil- 
ians from getting the spoils, which 
should go to the men who did the 
fighting. 


The official statement was made 


that as a result the loot will be sold,

SOME RICH LOOT. 


Munitions of war were not the only 


contents of the arsenal. High offi- 
cers had lived there and in the flght 
had left stacks of clothing and other 
articles of great value. All this stuff 
is to be sold or shipped to Washing- 
ton as spoils of war, 


On the third day of the occupation 


a more effective method was followed 
by compelling looters to give up their 
loads at the city gate. 
Even this 


measure did not prevent the loss of 
much gold and silver. Civilians from 
the concession made a general raid on 
Hie salt commissioner's treasure and 
many succeeded in smuggling loads 
of silver bars through to the settle- 
ment.

ROSSIA'S WORK DONE 


Czar Holds That Rescue of the 


Legations Finished the Duty 


of Allied Arms. 


PEKIN SAID TO BE IN RUINS 


London, Aug. 29.—A special dis- 


patch from St. Petersburg contains 
the assertion that Russia, almost im- 
mediately, will notify the 
powers 


that she considers the relief of the 
Pekin legations as the final accom- 
plishment of the military task of the 
allied forces. There is nothing, how- 
ever, in the afternoon papers here to 
confirm- this. 


The afternoon papers doubt that 


the rumors of peace negotiations are 
well founded and applaud General 
Chaffee's prudence in preparing for 
n winter campaign, as they regard 
the activity of the allies at Pekin 
and the difficulty of discovering a 
responsible Chinaman, with whom Lo 
treat, unless Li Hung Chang is able 
tu place himself in communication 
with the fugitive court ami secure 
credentials satisfactory to ail 
the 


powers, us indications that the solu- 
tion of the problem will be more pro- 
longed and more ilitFicult than previ- 
ously hoped. 


JAPANESE ADVANCING. 


Berlin, Aug. 29.—According to a 


dispatch received here 
from Tien 


Tain Japanese forces are understood 
to be now on their way from Taku 
to Pao-TJng-Fu (capital of the prov- 
ince of Chi-Li) with the direct ob- 
ject of occupying the latter place. 


The German vice admiral at Taku 


reports the arrival at Pekin August 
22 of a German convoy with provis- 
ions.

nble to say from the dispatch what 
is the present position of Li Huiig 
Chang, whether he is detained on 
board ship, or whether the admirals 
intend to detain him when he arrives 
at Taku. 


PEKIN IN RUINS. 


• London, Aug. 29.—An account of 
the conditions prevailing in Pekin, 
dated August 15, and mailed thenco 
to Shanghai, whence it was cabled 
yesterday, says that the capital now 
presents an aspect of absolute deso- 
lation. 
The destruction has been 


simply appalling1. 


What used to be Legation street is 


now unrecognizable. 
All the houses 


of 
foreigners 
have 
been 
either 


burned, riddled with shells, or blown 
up. 
The French legation, which 


used to have one of the finest com- 
pounds in the city, now only shows 
a few portions of its walls standing. 
Hundreds of acres covered by na- 
tives' houses have been burned over. 


There has been, the most wanton 


destruction, of property. 
Buildings 


which were not burned were pulled 
down for the mere pleasure of de- 
stroying something. 


The top of the city hall is a marvel- 


ous sight. 
There are brick and 


sandbag barricades every twenty 
yards, while the underground shelt- 
ers arc littered with discarded uni- 
forms, hundreds of, cartridge boxes, 
and pouches, and 
even, rifles and 


spears, left behind by the Chinese 
when they fled. 


At one place close to the American 


legation ft" determined attempt had

*r*i tunic from the top of a will fif- 


teen feet deep, and then continued as 
a itunn'el, with a sharp slope for some 
distance iu the direction of the lega- 
tion. Whether the Chinese tired of 
their work or only abandoned it be- 
cause of the approach of the allies, 
is not known, but the existence of 
the Shaft was only discovered after 
relief had arrived. 


The day the allies arrived they 


burned several of the city gates. 
Fires are blazing- everywhere. Sev- 
ern! buildings within 'the imperial 
city were set on fire by 'the shells o: 
the allies. 
The French, American 


and Japanese artillery intermittently 
shelled t'he imperial city all day on 
August 15. 


There is no confirmation from any 


source of the report of an advance 
northward from Pekin. 
On the con- 


trary, a movement southward to.clear 
the country and to insure free com- 
munication with Taku is apparently 
in progress. The powers, as late as 
August 21, were still unable to agree 
as to how to deal with Pekin itself, 
the Japanese and Russians being at 
variance as to whether the imperial 
palaces should be destroyed. 


Nor is hhere any further news of 


the alleged detention of Li 'Hung 
Chang by the admiral's. 
Probabili- 


ties increase ithat all the members of 
the imperial household have got safe- 
ly to the interior. 


THE ALLIED FORCES.

naval commander at Taku telegraphs 
that according to the returns asked 
for by the senior admiral of the al- 
lied fleets, the following troops had 
been landed up to August 18:

Washington, Aug. 29.—The calling 
f a special cabinet meeting- for this 
lorning to consider the latest devel- 
iments in the Chinese situation, fol- 
owing- a midnight conference last 
ight, and several similar confer- 
nces with Secretary Root and Mr. 
\clee within the last two days, em- 
hnslzes the amount of attention the 
resident is devoting to this trouble- 
ome topic. 
It is understood that the govern- 
icnt is better advised than it was 
esterday as to certain important 
lements of the Pekin muddle. 
Baron Speck von Sternhnrg, the 
erman charge, saw Acting Secretary 


A.dee this morning and it is under- 
tood his purpose was to talk over the 
uestion of Li Hung Chang's creden- 
ials. 
One effect of Germany's refusal to 
ccept Li ns plenipotentiary will bs 
o delay peace negotiations at least 
ntil Field Marshal Waldcrsee's ar- 
ival in China, several weeks lience. 
This fact is not contemplated with 
qnanimity by our government, the 
resident being desirous of terminat- 
ng the present unsatisfactory state 
f affairs in China as soon as this 
an be done with honor and security, 
nd providing the object laid down 
n his various notes can be attained, 
e will consider that the United 
>tates has performed its duty from a 
Tiilitary point of view. 


Therefore, if our government can 


find some responsible person with 
vliom to conclude an agreement, and 
uch an agreement can be arranged 


on a basis that will fully conserve the 
rights of the United States, without 
infringing xipon those of the other 
powers, a speedy withdrawal of tha 
United States troops from China may 
be expected, and it is entirely possi- 
ble that Field Marshal Count Walder- 
see will not, after all, exercise com- 
mand over any American troops in 
China. 


Beyond a short message relative to 


the situation at Amoy, which is still 
regarded as threatening, the state 
department had nothing to muke pub- 
lic this morning. 


The diplomatic, rather than the 


military situation, is still regarded 
as of supreme importance. 


Again Mr. Wu, the Chinese minis- 


ter, was an early caller at the state 
department. He was much disturbed 
in mind over the reiterated report 
that the foreign admirals -are going 
to restrain Earl Xi's liberty of coni- 
muni en ti on wi th his own go vern- 
ment. The minister was indignant 
at the report and was much comforted 
by the assurance he had from Acting 
Secretary Adee that the report prob- 
ably was an old one referring- to the 
conditions that existed at Taku be- 
fore the beginning cf the march on 
Pekin. 


The minister was very strongly of 


tlie opinion that -any renewed attempt 
to interfere with LI Hung Chang, 
either in his movements or in his.-' 
communications with tlie Imperial 
government, would prove most dis- 
astrous in its effect upon the earnest' 
efforts now being made by the vice- 
t'oys, as well as by the imperial gov- 
ernment Itself, he said, to terminate 
:he present hostilities. 


It is stated at the war department 


that preparations are being made for 
wintering 5,000 United States troops 
in China. The report that General 


ffee was arranging to winter 15,- 


)00 troops probably originated before 
:he general was informed that the' 
troops on the way to China had been 
diverted 
at Nagasaki to Manila. 


These arrangements are made in or- 
der to guard against n failure o£ 
peace negotiations. 


A DIPLOMATIC TANGLE. 


Washington, Aug. 30.—The latest 


phase of the diplomatic tangle in- 
volving the powers now interested 
in China is the practical abandon- 
ment of objection to the form of LI 
Hung- Chang's credentials. 
At least 


it may be said that these objections 
have been suspended for the time be- 
ing. 
The point of attack on the 


part of the powers which are oppos- 
ing- the recognition 
of LI Hung 


Chnng as a plenipotentiary, is now 
the authority of the titular Chinese 
government to issue any credential 
worthy of recognition. 
In other 


words, admitting that Li's creden- 
tials were properly issued by Em- 
peror Kwang Tsn, tlie contention is 
that that monarch being a fugitive 
nnd powerless, cannot by himself or 
through his agent, Li Hung Chang, 
enter into any engagement, or give 
any guarantee, which the Chinese 
people as a whole will accept as bind- 
ing. 


This subject is now receiving the 


careful attention of the department 
of state. 


Meanwhile

MinisterWu nreinignornnce as to tlie 
whereabouts of Li1 Hung1 Chang and 
from the fact -that nothing1 has been' 
heard from him for four days at 
least, it is conjectured that he may 
have left Shanghai :by sea, and that 
he will next appear in the north of 
China, probably at Taku, and de- 
mand access to Pekin.

his own life by hanging at an early 
hour this morning-.

o'clock this morning by his brothel 
Thomas Taflinger, who, with othe 
wns engaged in a search for the mai 
who had disappeared but nn hour be 
fore, 


T.ifliuger resided with his wife am 


five children on Dayton street, 
; 


short 
thoroughfare running 
west 


ward from Fail-field avenue, at tli 
extreme southern part of the city 
For several yenrs the man has bee: 
a sufferer from periodical attacks o 
neuralgia of the stomach, the attack 
being of such violence as to resul 
in delirium. 
Two days ago he suf 


fcrcd one of these attacks, and 
Tuesday wns delirious the greate 
part of the day. 
His friends kep 


the closest watch on. his actions, bu 
despite their vigilence Taflinger cs 
caped during the afternoon and 
to a strip of woods near the home 
Yielding to the persuasions of hi 
wife, however, the patient returned 
to the honsp. nnd towards cveiiin 
seemed much better. 


It was nearly midnight when Taf 


linger arose from his bed, dnrte< 
out of the house and ran toward th 
woods which he had visited dui'inj 
the afternoon. 
Mrs. Tnflinger wn: 


unfamiliar with the- locality, having 
moved there but a few weeks ago 
and instead of following the Irusbnnc 
at once she aroused several of tin 
neighbors to search for the missing 
loan. 
Among those who respond) 


was Thomas Tnflinger, the well 
known dairyman, a brother of th 
patient. 
A search of the woods b; 


the party failed to locate the missing 
man. and then Thomas Tatiingei 
happened to go to n small shed ad 
joining the barn nt the rear end o 
the lot. 


Here the form of the brother wai 


found.suspended by a rope to a bean 
scarcely six feet from the ground- 
so low in fad that his knees almos 
touched the earth. 
Life was nppar 


ently extinct, but Thomas Tafliiige 
hurriedly rut down the form of his 
brother and attempted to restore res 
pirntion 
by artificial 
means. 
I 


proved unavailing, and the polici 
and deputy coroner were notified. 


Dr. W. F. Schrader, the deputy 


coroner, who reached the scene sooi 
after, says that Taflinger had evi 
dently used n ruse to mislead those 
who might follow him as he ran fro- 
the house, foi 
1 he went first to the 


woods, and then mnde a circuit ti 
reach the shed where he ended his 
life. 
The children had been having 


a swing in the shed, making the ropf 
by combining a number of strands 01 
binder twine, knotted at frequent in- 
tervals, and this had been used as n 
menus to end life. 
Taflinger had 


tied the ends of the rope to the beam 
made a slip-noose in the opposite 
end, placed it over his head and de- 
liberately relaxed himself, sinking 
to his death by strangulation. 


The dead mnn was fifty years ol 


age last Sunday and leaves a wif< 
nnrl five children, the youngest but 
one year and a half of age. 
He hns 


been in the employ of his brother.

VETERANS IN PUBLIC SERVICE. 


The report of the committee on 


legislation for veterans in public 
service, after 
reviewing 
the just 


claim of those who sacrificed health 
and opportunity for the Union goes 
on to say: 


"Instead, of public office being 'a. 


public trust,' it is too frequently as 
'a piivcte snap.' 
This permeates 


all our government in spots. 
An 


honorable discharge from the mili- 
tary or naval service—the greatest 
badge of honor that can come to any 
citizen in this republic—ns a recom- 
mendation, when applying- for em- 
ployment to .public officials, ought 
by them to be respected. 
In some 


departments, 
however, 
in 
recent 


years, the badge or button of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, evi- 
dencing- service and sacrifice in the 
'days which tried men's souls,' not- 
ably so in the navy yard at Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., is not nlone regarded with 
disfavor by some of the little bosses 
there, but makes him who wears it 
the subject of ridicule and not sel- 
dom of insulting language unworthy 
Lo come from one who claims to be 
an American. 


"And besides this, 
though pre- 


ferred for appointment, veterans nre 
the first, discharged. 
And usually 


in such a way that they cannot hope 
to get back. 
This is no fancied pic- 


ture. 


'•While such conduct has not.the 


approval of Hon. John D. Long, sec- 
retary of the navy, who has many 
times, when appealed to, shown in 
various ways his regard for the just 
claims of veterans of war, the statute 
affecting employment at navy yards 
and the system in vogue of making 
the 'petty boss' sale judge, jury mill 
executioner, concerning the merits o£ 
men when reductions of force are 
made necessary for any cause, per- 
mits it. 


"Some of these bosses hate the vet- 


eran who is a Grand Army man. The 
fact that no statutory law protects 
worthy veterans enables discrimina- 
tion nnd wrong many times due to 
prejudice nlone, being- done to them. 


"During the year the chairman of 


your committee has many times hnd 
occasion to go to our comrade, Wil- 
liam MaKinley. president 
'of the 


United States, in the interest of oth- 
er comrndes who needed help or pro- 
tection, nnd never in vain. 
Numer- 


ous restorations to the public service 
of veterans wronged gave needed 
help and some sweeping reforms in 
ideas of administration adopted by 
him for the protection of veterans in 
their rights, have produced good re- 
sults for our people in direction's. 


"That the war for the Union and 


what it cost in sacrifice-may not be 
forgotten nor its survivors belittled 
—particularly -by' the politicians -in 
this dny and generation, is the su- 
preme duty with us in" this hour. 


"That volunteer 
service 
in the 


army and nnvy of the United States 
in times of war deserves not alone 
emulation nnd praise, but to those 
who"survive and are honorably dis- 
charged, being worthy and capable, 
pel-ferment for appointment, promo- 
tion and retention in the public serv- 
ice in times of peace, is a principle 
to which we ought to stand com- 
mitted now and forever." 


At the conclusion of the reading1

railroad 
managers, 


earnings of the .different 
systems 


continue to show, with but few ex- 
ceptions, general increases over the 
records of last. year. 
No fact shows 


beticr the present prosperity of the 
country than that. As early as Jan- 
uary some of the leading 
railroad 


ollidals expressed it as their judg- 
ment that earnings would begin to 
fall off. The receipts of the various 
companieri last year showed 
enor- 


mous increases over 1898. 
Business 


on western and southern, as well as 
eastern 
lines, was 
phenomenally 


larga, and there seemed every rea- 
son to believe that the volume would 
not continue to expand. 
It would 


noi have occasioned surprise if the 
earnings had fallen off slightly be- 
low the high figures of last year. 
Instead of that most nf the large 
systems have gained each 
month. 


Some which were expeetfid to show 
losses have maintained fair rates of 
increase. 
One of the main causes 


which contributed to the continued 
growth in railroad earnings is the 
change in the rate situation in all 
parts of the countiy. The new com- 
munity of ownership by which a few 
of the powerful financial interest: 
are able to control the affairs of the 
various roads, has enabled them to 
effect closer agreements on 
rates. 


What loss of traffics there has been, 
and consequent decrease in revenue, 
wus made up by the advance in rates. 
The increases which have been made 
in the tariffs followed on the differ- 
ent lines in all parts of the country 
have hnen large.
